Wrecking Tax Reform 


The gamés being played m the Senate over 
tax reform may be less eye-catching than 
the sex scandals involving women of dubious 
virtue on the congressional payroll. But, 
in terms of the cost to ordinary taxpayers 
and to the nation’s economic well-being, the 
anti-tax reform forces led by Sen. Long of 
Louisiana are likely to be more damaging. 

A big hole bas already been ripped in the 
new congressional budget process by many 
of those conservatives who hailed the budget 
reform es 2 means of imposing fiscal 
responsibility on Congress. The budget 
resolution for the coming fiscal year assum- 
ed $2 billion would be raised by tax reform. 
But the tax bill brought forth by the Senate 
Finance Committee falls far short of rais- 
ing that much money. By some estimates, 
it would net only an additional $300 mil- 
lion, with tax breaks largely offsetting tax 
tightening. 

Sen. Muskie of Maine, chairman of the 
Senate Budget Committee, and Sen. Bell- 
mon of Oklahoma, its ranking Republican, 
tried to get the Senate to agree in advance 
to make changes in the reform bill that 
would reach the $2-billion objective called 
for by the congressional budget resoiution, 
Sen. Long’s forces—including virtually all 
the conservative Republicans who had been 
60 loud im praise of fiscal responsibility in 
the new budget process—beat back the at- 
tempt. 

The tax system has been so riddled by ex-~ 
ceptions to benefit particular taxpayers, 
especially politically potent groups, that 
reform efforts usually wind up making 
matters stil worse. For reform of a loop- 


hole cbaracteristieally consists of minor 
reductions in the loophole, and exemptions 
from the partial elosing of the loophole. 
This is the Senate's present course.. 

It is doubtless unrealistic to expect that 
a significantly improved bill will emerge be- 
fore the presidential election. The only hope 
would rest on candidate committing himself 
to tax reform and, once elected, according it 
a high priority. 

Mr. Carter is in a position to do.this and 
the Democratic party platform provides hin 
with the vehicle for a deep-going over- 
haul of the nation’s tax system, if he should 
be elected.

Neither side is likely to do so.

while tax action that one can really expect 
is extension throughout 1977 of the 1975 tax 
reductions for family and individual tax- 
payers and for business. Without those ex- 
tensions, which would total $17.3 billion as 
contemplated by the concurrent congres- 
sional budget resolution, the nation would 
be hit with a major tax increase when it is 
stil working out of the economic slump.

Warsaw Surrender 


The unprecedented speed with which the 
Polish government abandoned its price in- 
erease program testifies eloquently to the 
terror that worker protests create among the 
‘Warsaw rulers. Edward Gierek, today's top 
Polish Communist, came to power five and 
8 half years ago because of massive worker 
revolt against price increases instituted by 
his predecessor, Wladyslaw Gomulka. Mr. 
Gierek clearly has no intention of follow- 
ing Mr. Gomulka in walking the economic 
gangplank to oblivion. The real mystery is 
why Mr. Gierek tried last week's gamble that 
ended so ingloriously and so quickly. 

By a curious and totally unplanned coin- 
cidence, Secretary of State Kissinger was 
speaking in London last Friday. On that 
same day a wave of major strikes and 
sabotage by Polish workers was forcing the 
Warsaw regime to abandon its price increase 
plans little more than 24 hours after they. 
had. been announced. Mr. Kissinger said of 
East-West economic competition in his 
address that, “If there is an economic com- 
petition, we won it long ago.” The events 
in Poland underlined his point. They ex- 
posed more openly than any earlier happen- 
ing im recent years how tenuous is the sur- 
face tranquillity of Eastern Europe. This 
vivid.demonstration by the Polish’ workers 
of their veto power over Warsaw govern- 
ment decisions must mevitably give ideas 
to the people of the Soviet Union and of 
other Soviet satellites. ᾿ 

‘he immediate Warsaw surrender on the 


price issue does not mean the.end of the 
problem. Ever since Gomulka’s overthrow, 
the Polish government has been massively 
subsidizing food prices at a cost of about 
$5 billion annually, a heavy load for the 
Polish economy. Now Polish farmers are 
demanding higher prices for their produce, 
and sharp increases in, the prices paid those 
tarmers were announced as part of the total 
package Warsaw made public on Thursday 
and withdrawn on Friday. While the workers 
may be happy that the price raises have been 
withdrawn, Poland’s farmers are undoubted- 
ly infuriated. Since most Polish farm pro- 
duction is aceounted for by individual 
peasants, Polish farmers have the option of 


-withholding grain and other food deliveries 
. to show their dissatisfaction. 


Poland simply does not have the resources 
to be able to increase still further the al- 
ready great food subsidies by raising farmers’ 
prices while leaving retail quotations un- 
changed. 

In effect Poland’s rulers are caught in a 
“teissors crisis” characteristic of totally con- 
trolled economies.

Johnny Mercer, 66, Composer, 


Lyricist of Many Hit Songs 


NEW YORK, June 27 iNYTs.— 
Jobnny Mercer, 68. compaser of 
such bit songs as “Atchison, 
Topeka and Sania Fe,” “Moon 
River," and “Days of Wine and 
Roses," died Friday at his home 
m Bel-Air, Calif. 

Mr, Mercer was an unusually 
prolific and versatile writer of 
popular songs. He was as suc- 
cessful in turning ont breczr, 
vernacular Iyrics for “Jeepers 
Creepers,” “Goody Goodr” or 
“GI Jive” as he was in the ro- 
mantic vein of “Dearly Beloved.” 
“Skylark” and “Moon River,” the 
mood-settings of “Blues mm the 
Night.” “Laura” and “That Old 
Black Magic,” or in modernizing 
an old song such as “The Glow 
Worm” ¢("Glow. little glow worm 
-—turn the key on—you are eq™uip- 
ped with taillight neon—clow 
for the female of the specie— 
turn on the AC and the DC"). 

His collaborators included many 
ef the outstanding popular com- 
posers of the last half-centurs— 
Jerome Kern, Hoagy Carmichael, 
Harold Arien, Richard Whiting, 
Harry Warren, Henry Mancini, 
Victor Schertzinger, Walter Don- 
aldson, Gordon Jenkins, Rube 
Bloom, Arthur Schwartz, Jinuny 
‘Van Heusen. Michel Legrand, 
among others. 

‘Fecling for Tunes’ 

Mr. Mercer attributed his abilty 
to rdapt to 50 many different 
collaborators to what he describ- 
ed as his “feeling for tunes, no 
matter where they come from,” 
an instinct which led him to write 
Iymes for a French tune, “An- 
tumn Leaves,” and for one of 
Duke Ellington's melodies, “Satin 
Doll” He also had 2, strong feel- 
ing for a song idea, no matter 
where it came from. In 1959, 
Sadie Vimmerstedt, 2 cosmetician 
im Youngstown, Ohio, sent him 
8. line written in pencil on ἃ scrap 
of paper: “I want to be around 
to pick up the pieces when some- 
body's breaking your heart.” 

‘Mx. Mercer liked the line so 
much that he wrote both words 
and music around it and listed 
γε. Vimmerstedt as co-guthor. 
After Tony Bennett made a hit 
record of the song in 1963, Mrs. 
Vimmerstedt began collecting an 
average of 53.000 a year in roy- 
alties. 

One of Mr. Mercer's most pro- 
ductive collaborations was with 
Harold Arlen, with whom he 
wrote “That Old Black Magic.” 
“Blues in the Night.” “One for 
My Baby,” “My Shining Hour" 
and the scores for two Broadway 
mausicals, “St. Louis Woman” and 
“Saratoga.” 

“Harold and I have a good feel- 
ing about songs," Mr. Mercer once 
said. “We have ἃ thing about 
jazz and blues, and creativity and 
originality, and structure. I ap- 
preciate his work 50 much that 
possibly he thinks I get the words 
right to it.” 

Although Mr. Mercer could not 
read or write music, he composed 
the melodies for “Dream,” “I'm 
an Old Cow Hand” and “Some- 
thing’s Gotta Give.” es well as 
the entire score for a Broadway 
musical, “Top Banana." 

Minor White 

NEW YORK, June 27 (NYT).— 
Minor White, 67, one of the most 
important photographers of mod- 
ero times, whose classic work 
with the camera put him in the 
company of photographic artists 
such 2s Ansel Adams, Edward 
Steichen and Alfred Stieglitz, died 
Thursday at Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital in Boston. 

Mr. White had had at least ὑπὸ 
heart attacks in recent years. 
His home was in Arlington, Mass. 
He was born in Minneapolis. 

Mr. White had many admirers. 
45 one of the most enthusiastic, 
John Szarkowski, director of the 
Photography Department at the 
Museum of Modern Art in New 
York, put it: 

“Of those photographers who 
reached their creative maturity 
after the second war, none has 
been more influential then Minor 
White ... White's influence has 
depended not only on his own 
work as 8. photographer but on 
his service as teacher, critic, pub- 
lisher and housemother for a 
large portion of the community 
of serious photographers.” 

To Mr. White, photography 
possessed 2 mystical quality. He 
could have been called the master 
philosopher of modern photog- 
raphy. 

In 1974, shortly before he retired 
from ‘the faculty of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology, 
where he had taught and orga- 
nized photographic exhibitions for 
nine years, Mr. White said that 
he saw photography from a 


over @ long period of years in 
which he crossed end recrossed 
the United States, focusing his 
camere on almost every aspect of 
US. life, he lacked egotism and, 
in fact, was widely known in the 
photographic world for the exhibi- 
tions that he organized of other 
photographers’ work. 

He wanted everyone to appre- 
ciate fully the importance of 
photography as an art form and, 
to promulgate his enthusiasm, he 
wrote in 1953 a book caited “How 
to Read a Photograph.” 


Albert Dubout 

MONTPELLIER, France, June 
27 (AP) —Albert Dubout, 71, inter- 
nationally Imown cartoonist and 
designer whose heavy-bosomed

Strike in 1912 

WASHINGTON, June 27 (WPI. 
Baseball experts recalled a pre- 
vious instance of a baseball team’s 
players going on strike. It hap-~ 
pened May 18, 1912, and involv- 
ed the Detroit Tigers. A few days 
before, in New York's Highlanders 
Park, Ty Cobb of the Tigers 
went into the stands and attack- 
ed a Yankees fan who had been 
Yiding him. For that, he was 
suspended by the president of the 
American League, Ban Johnson. 

Cobb's Tiger teammates said 
they would not take the field 
again if Cobb's suspension stood, 
and Ὁ May 18, when they, were 
scheduled to play the Athletics 
in Piuladelphia, the Tiger play- 
ers refused to play. 

Detroit manager Hugh Jennings 
rounded up a team of Phila- 
delphia sandlot players, semipros 
and some schoolboys from neazr- 
by St. Joseph's College. One of 
the latter, Nal Travers, pitched 
the entire game. 

These “new tigers.” as they 
were dubbed, were paid $10 each 
for the game, Travers getting $25.

In Kano, it is easy to skip over centuries in a single breath. 
The li-mile stretch of mud wall that surrounds the old 


city is crumbling and eroding. Since the early 16th century . 


it has attracted chroniclers, beginning with Leo Africanus, the 
Moorish vagabond, and has repelled most, invaders. 

In 1903, when 2 British expeditionary force conquered Kano 
by locating 9 flimsy gate, the wall stood 40 to 50 feet high and 
was 100 feet thick αὖ the base. ἘΠ had moats filled with gate 
ways. protected lookouts for sentries and terraces for horse~ 
en to gallop around, protected by a continuous battlement.

Since then, the wall has been pilfered for building material 


anon down by the brief but torrential rains, In most 
sections wall is.now a mound of dirt no higher than 10 
or 20 feet, small enough for a goat to scamper up one side and 
down the other. 

‘As the enclosure recedes, year by year, it is as # the old 
city itself is rising up from the desert. 

The city is Old Testament Jerusalem, with huts, compounds 
and palaces built entirely of ocher mud. Some are brightly 
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protection against the searing heat. 
From the minaret of the central mosque, from which the
